EVERGREENS 


The requirements of coniferous evergreens are simple. Well- 
drained land suitable for vegetable crops will do. Neutral and sub- 
acid soils suit most evergreens. We believe in mulching ground after 
planting with rotted manure. This will conserve moisture in summer, 
keep out some frost in winter and prevent heaving of plants in spring. 
Water well until roots are established after moving.

This classification of plants requires an acid soil which has a 
good humus content. Soil should not be limed. A yearly mulching 
with oak leaves or peat moss is beneficial to most of this group except 
Boxwood, which responds to mulching with rotted manure. These 
plants dislike cultivation around the roots. They respond favorably 
to feeding of cottonseed meal. They are easy to transplant. Slight 
protection from Winter sun will keep foliage perfect.
